j~lUSfAC HIUS, that moft accurate Anato- 
iH mift, is the only Author I have met with, who 
**~~*^ has given us any Delineation of an immediate 
Communication between the Spermatic Arteries and 
Veins/ during their Courfe along the Cavity of the Ab- 
domen ; which is diftin&Iy laid down in his anatomi- 
cal -Tables {Roma in Folk » 1714 ) fab.XIL Fig.i 
& 3. fab.XUL T ah XXV. Boerhaave from him 
makes mention of thefe Anajtomofes in his Inftitut. 
Med.§ 64% ; and alfo cites Leal Lealis in his Trea- 
tife Heyt ^7npf^n^ovmu Opyzvm (JLugd. Bat. %vo. 
1707) /. 18 ad x6 ; where he fully refutes deGraaf 
who denies thefe Anajtomofes : but even Leal owns, 
he never faw them, and only argues for them from the 
EfFed, and the clofe Union of the Spermatic Vein and 
Artery in one Covering as they run together. Mar- 
chetti in his Anatomy (Har device n°. 165-6.) Chap. 
of the Parts' of Generation in a Man, afferts this 
Anajiomofs, p. 58, but neither do Ifind that he ever 
faw them; nor have I hitherto converfed with any, 
even Anatomifts, the moft celebrated for their Injecti- 
ons, who had hit on a Subjed, where thefe Paltages 
were open enough to tranfmk the fubtile Matter they 
injed with. 

In the Beginning of the Year 17x3, being at Paris, 
and at the Hotel Dieu having an Opportunity of dif- 
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feding various Bodies, I light on a female Subjed* 
where thefe Afl^omojes were as large as the fperma* 
tic Veffefe themfelves 4 fo that the Arteries being in- 
jected with a grofs Mixture of Wax, Tallow and Ver- 
mil ion, and the Veins with tke fame, only tinged with 
Smalt, the Injedion ran out of -the Artery into the Vein, 
and on the other Hand out of the Vein into the Artery, 
fo that where one Veffel entered the other, the Matter 
injeded was tinged purple. You muftobferve the Ar- 
teries were firfl: injeded with the red, and the Veins a£ 
terward with the blue Matter. 

In this Subjed what appeared moft remarkable, was, 
that on the right Side were two fpermatic Arteries A and 
B. One A, arofe from the very Angle made by the 
Emulgent and the Trunk of the Aorta defcendens C, 
which, contrary to the common Courfe, ran under the 
Fena Cava^ and foon after it was got beyond it, fent 
out a lateral Branch, or Anajtomqfis^ defcending ob- 
liquely E F into the Spermatic VeioG, through which 
the red Matter penetrated into the Vein \ which being 
afterwards filled with Blue, became Purple allabout 
the Orificeof this Veflel at F, which feems to confirm 
Eufiachiush Delineations, and (hew they are no Fidi- 
ons. This Artery A then defcended as ufual to the 
right Ovary H« 

The other right Spermatic Artery B arofe as ufual 
out of the Trunk of xh&Awta^ but at about half an 
Inch from its Rife, it fent out znAnaJomqfis 1 K, amend- 
ing obliquely into the Body of the Fena Cava D, 
through which a large Quantity of the red Matter 
palled, fo as to tinge a very broad Place at K in the 
Fena Cava purple. About an Inch below this Orifice 
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was another Anajtotnojis L M, through which the 
blue Matter penetrated out of the Vein, and made the 
Contents of the Artery purple at L. The right Sperma- 
tic Vein had only this onzAnaJtontofis M L,in all other 
Refpe&s as ufuat. Here was fomething furpming to 
fee the Courfe of the Channel inverted, if the Blood ran 
from the Vein M towards L, into the Artery j but 
furely this muft be from fome Accident in thelnje&ion, 
for it could never be fo in the Perfon's Life ^ only in- 
deed the oblique Rife of this Branch out of the Vein 
feems to fhew, that the Blood afcending in the Vein 
would have its natural Dire&ion into the Orifice of that 
Channel, or at leaft the Blood coming from the Artery 
would meet with a Stop, and fo the two Streams retard 
each other. 

On the left Side was but one Spermatic Artery N, 
and one Spermatic Vein O* which, as ufual, inclofed 
in a common Invohcrum y made their Way to the left 
Ovary P. Only the Artery N took ks Rife out of the 
Body of the Aorta near the Angle made by it, and the 
left eraulgent Artery, then afcending between the emul- 
gent Vein and Artery, turned in an Arch at Q., over the 
left emulgent Vein, and fo joined the left Spermatic 
Vein as ufual, which rofe out of the left emulgent Vein, 
as it often happens. 

There was on this Side one Thing very uncommon, 
and not taken Notice of by Eujachius himfelf, which 
was a fhort Anajloimfis R S (about a quarter of an Inch 
in Length) from the left emulgent Artery S, which 
making an Arch under the left emulgent Vein, was in* 
ferted into the anterior Part of it at R. 
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The fmall Branch arifing out of the Aorta on the 
right Side at T, an Inch above the Emulgent, and its 
being inferted into the upper Part of the Kidney, is 
what we have many Varieties of in Eujtachius's Ta- 
bles'to his Book Be Strutfura Renum (Zvo. Leid. 
1707) almoft an Infinity of fuch Variations, and like- 
wife of fmall Branches inferted into the emulgent Veins, 
as at V, are daily met with, and have been obferved by 
many Authors.
